A creat calamity has befallen 
Galveston, the most populous and. 
most thriving city of Texas. Our 
dispatches bring us the information 
that a storm has swept up from the 
Gulf, unprecedented in its fury, fill- 
ing the harbor and rolling the waves 
high over the flat, low island on 
which the city is built. The entire | 
city has been inundated, its harbor 
improvementsswept away, and thirty 
persons are known to have been 
drowned, while it is still feared that 
a change in the direction of the 
storm may enhance the disaster and 
bury the entire population of the 
city in one watery grave. A more 
terrible calamity than is threatened 
this beautiful city cay. scarcely be 
conceived. Let us hope that the 
worst fears may not be realized. 


A WARM DEBATE. 

An irteresting discussion took 
place in the Convention on Tuesday 
in relation to the duties of the Sec- 
retary. We think the Secretary 
knows his duties. Mr. Johnston 
Jones, as Secretary of the Senate, 
won high honors. As Chief Clerk 
of the House of Representatives 
we followed a different rule. 

We regarded resolutions, bills or 
ordinances a3 general in character. 
But amendments seem to have come 
from special demands of constitu- 
ency, and therefore we elaborated 
them in full. We’establisbed a prec- 
edent, we bope not an offensive one, 
but ope that ought to be followed 
out in legislative practice. We thiek 
members of the Couvention or of 
the Legislature are entitled to a full 
expression of their opinions. 

Tur Hon. B. F. Wade made his 
first appearance in the Ohio cam- 
paign at Jefferson, Ashtabula coun- 
ty, a few days ago, where he intro- 
duced ex-Gov. Hayes in a brief 
speech. After telling his audience 
that he should go to his grave 
ashamed of them if they allowed 
the Democrats to carry the State, he 
settled the ‘whole question of cor- 
ruption at!
